THE STRANGE STORY OF A CRIME 


Mirra wan, Mich., Feb. 13.— [Special. | 
Albert Fosdick, formerly County Surveyor 
of Van Buren County, lies in the jail 
at Paw Paw charged with attempting 
to murder his brother, Dr. Mervin 
Fosdick. The latter is at his home, about 
ten miles from here and about six miles from 
Alm ina, a little country village several miles 
from the line of any railroad. He is very 
badly injured, but is considered out of dan- 
ger unless blood - poison ing sets in. The right 
side of his face is nothing but a mass of raw 
fiesh and there is great danger of his losing 
that eye. His shoulder, too, is badly torn. The 
only wonder is that he was not instantly 
killed, as two barrels of a shotgun were dis- 
charged at him at short range. He was prob- 
ably not more than six or seven feet from 
the muzzie of the gua. The marksmanship 
must have deen poor indeed, else he would 
be dead instead of disfigured for life. 


I. 

The crime was committed Tuesday night 
and the scene of it was the house in which 
both brothers have lived ever since the death 
of weir father, Henry Fosdick, some years 
ago. Itis notan imposing looking structure, 
being in fact only a shabby little farmhouse. 
The grounds are far from being well kept 
and the fence that surrounds it is badly out 
of repair. It is entirely broken down in 
places and the gate has so far falien over that 
to open it one must lift it up instead of pull- 
ing it to or pushing it from him. The house 
looks but little better. The front portion of 
itis about astery and a half in height and is 
painted white. 

That is the old portion,“ the neighbors 
explain. It's not used much. They live in 
tite addition at the back.“ 

The addition is even less prepossessing in 
appearance than the old part. Itis narrower 
and smaller in every way, being almost en- 
tirely concealed from view by the front part. 
The addition is not even painted. and the 
back door, which is the only one used, is a 
fragile structure and does not fit the door- 
way evenly. It opens into a low room about 
eight feet wide and twelve feet long, 
furnished only with a pine table, 
a cot, au iron stove, imposing in nothing ex- 
cept size, and a few wooden chairs. This Dr. 
Fosdick calls nis office, so it will be seen that 
his tastes are simple. It was while sitting in 
this room reading that he was shot. 

There is but one window to the room, and 
any one standing just outside of that would 
be concealed from the view of any one pass- 
ing along the road by the old portion of the 
house. As it is near an angie made by the 
old part and the new part of the house, so it 
is extremely dark. Anexcellent spot for so 
dastardiy a crime. The nearest neighbor 
must be nearly a quarter of a mile away.

Tuesday afternoon last Albert Fosdick 
announced that he was going tö Berlamont, 
in the same county.

piece of news, but nearly every one in Al-

That seemed to settle the matter until the 
Sheriff arrived on the scene and took a hand 
in the investigation. 

The first point was: What was the trouble 
between the doctor and his brother, if any? 
It was quickly learned. | 

It lies here,“ said a neighbor. “ Dr. Fos- 
dick is economical and close in money mat- 
ters. You might call him grasping. He isa 
most exacting creditor, and does not hesitate 
to put on the screws good and hard when he 
deems it necessary to secure payment, Al- 
bert is the reverse. He spends money more 
freely, and as a matter of fact has been more 
popular than the doctor. I think, but lam 
not sure, that he is engaged to be married to 
a young lady ina town near here. At pres- 
ent both are bachelors. 

“Their father was an old settler in this 
county, and heran the farm up to the time 
of his death. He was an eccentric old fellow, 
and hisdeath wasa peculiarone. He dropped 
dead one day in a cornficid while hoeing 
corn. 

“By bis will de gave the farm to his two 
sons, Mervia and Albert, jointly, but they 
did not get along well over it. Their dispo- 
sitions were different, and they couldn't 


Their differences were settled for a time, 
however, by Albert buying the doctor out. 
He couldn’t pay cash, so he gave his brother 
a mortgage on the place. Well, that did not 
settle tne trouble for any length of time. 
Aibert couldn’t pay off the mortgage and I 
guess ran behind. At any rate the doctor 
found fault with the management of the 
farm, claiming it was too loose. 

“A year ago another change was made, 
Albert deeding the entire farm to his 
brother. Thus Albert was left without a 
cent, while the doctor owns the farm and 
bas some money besides. The latter claims 
that the former squandered hia fortune fool- 
ishly. But be that as it may. the fact remains 
that Albert is penniless now. 

„Naturally this did not tend to make their 
relations any more pleasant. Albert became 
County Surveyor, and Mervin gave him 
notice that he could remain on the farm but 
one year more. Then he would have to move 
out. They were still living together there 
at the time of the tragedy. Albert’s year is 
almost up.“ 

„Albert was really popular, then!“

He was respected, but not liked particu- 
larly well. He is too close-fisted, the people 
seem to think, although he has their earnest 


sympathy now.” 


IV. 

Albert returned home Wednesday after- 
noon, walking from the depot to the house, a 
distance of four miles. 

The greetings between the brothers were 
not cordiai. The doctor intimated pretty 
plainly that he considered his brother the 
cause of the trouble, and the lutter denied it. 

Then Sheriff McFarland and Deputy Sher- 
iff McCabe took a hand in the conversation. 
The Sherif explained frankly that Albert 
was placed in a bad light. There had been 
ill-feeling displayed between the brothers 
frequentiv, and there had been a serious 
quarrel a year ago when the farm was deeded 
to the doctor. 

„It the doctor had been killed.“ said the 
Sheriff. you would have come into posses- 
sion of his ‘property.” 

Albert admitted that he probably would 
have, but stoutly proclaimed his innocence. 

„Tou will have to explain where you were 
that night,” said the Sheriff.

There was not a word between the brothers 
who had lived together ever since childhood 
as they separated, one to go to jail on the 
charge of attempting to assassinate the 
other in a most deliberate and cold-blooded 
way for the purpose of securing a few 
thousands of dollars. The estate can not be 
worth much over $5,000, and the doctor has 
in addition only about $3,000. 

A motive ahd an inability to explain his 
whereabouts the nigtt of the crime are what 
have put Albert Fosdick behind the bars. 
There appears to be absolutely no other evi- 
dence against him.

Dr. Mervin Fosdick is extremely bitter 
when talking about the matter. He was in 
his office today when Tus TRIBUNE corre- 
spondent called to see him. 

The room presented a strange &ppearance. 
Everything was just as it was when the shot 
was fired with the single exception that the 
room was well filled witn people and a num- 
ber of extra chairs had been brought in. Dr. 
Fosdick sat on the foot of the cot with bis 
feet on the fender of the big iron stove, and 
around him were grouped half a dozen big 
men in overalls and cowhide boots, all listen- 
ing to his story of how it happened and giv- 
ing him their blunt, honest sympathy. 

An old coat was the sutgtitute for the pane 
of glass that had been shot away, a big 


dent in the stove showed where a portion of | 
‘the charge had struck, and the bloodstains 


on the floor marked where the victim had 
fallen, The walls were filled with shot- 
holes, and were dented where pieces of glass 
trom the windows had struck them. When 
Dr. Fosdick showed where he sat it seemed 
tittie short of a miracle that he was not 
killed instantly. The farmers expressed their 
opinion of the man’s marksmanship in strong 


terms. 
“J can't tell you much,“ said Dr. Fosdick.

HERR BENEDICT SCORES A SUCCESS. 


New Oruzans, La, Feb. 13.—[Special.]— 
This is the second day of the great National 
Saiogerfest, and it is already a success in 
point of attendance and attractiveness. 
Thousands of people attended the fret great 
concert last nicht, and have had a new ex- 
perience in music in this city. The opers 
the people are accustomed to, but a great 
chorus of thousands of men’s voices singing 
the divine meacures Of Mozart and Men- 
delssohn is unique in the history of ‘this city. 
As the time drew near for the beginning of 
the festival the streets adjacent to St. Charies 
avenue and Lee circle were thronged with 
people. When the great volume of 2,000

male voices rolled forth in Mozart’s Song 
of Union” the melody reached far beyond 
the waiting audience. 

Inside the building remarkable order pre- 
vailed. Ushers were plentiful, the audience 
came early, and at ten minutes to 8 o’clock 
nearly every seat was occupied. On the 
platform, rising tier above tier, were the 
singers, and down in front of them on the 
same platform sat the orchestra. The 
gallery, which surrounds three sides of the 
ball, was richly hung with flags, and on the 
railings were the portraits of all the great 
musical com rs. 

The hall is finely illuminated with gas and 
electric lights, and over the piatform is an 
arch of lights forming a crescent. Across 
the arch the gas giobes spell the words 
North American Singers’ Union.“ 

The accoustic properties of the hail are en- 
tirely satisfactory. The front row of boxes 
in the middle gallery were last night occu- 
pied by distinguished guests,-including Gov. 


Nicholis, Mayor Shakespeare, the director of | 


the sängerfest, and several local musicians 
of note. One of the prettiest features of the 
preliminary ceremonies was the decoration 
of the societies’ flags by girl sponsors. The 
young women went in groupsof four upon the 
stage and the flag-bearers standing in the 
front presented their staffs, when each spon- 
sor tied upon it aknotof ribbons. Only two 
ladies sang last night. These were Mme. 
Foerster and Miss Lena Little. 
WELUOMED BY TRA GOVERNOR. 

At precisely 80’clock Herr Christopher Bach 
ascended the leader’s platform and the con- 
cert was opened with the “Jubilee Overt- 
ure.“ At the conclusion of the chorus Gov. 
F. T. Nicholls welcomed the Sängerbund. 
He spoke briefly and in English. 
Gov. Nicholls noted the fact that numbers of 
singing festivals had taken place throughout 
the United States, but never before had one 
deen held in the South. The sängerfest 
here was to be a harmony of voices; would it 
not be reasonable to suppose that this would 
lead to barmony between the citizens of the 
distant parts of our country? 

The Hon. Joseph A. Shakespeare, Mayor 
of New Orleans, was enthusiastically greet- 
ed. He but repeated the sentiments 
of the people, said he, when he welcomed the 
singerbuod to New Orleans. The city felt 
its obligations to the singers; it realized the 
honor and the compliment conveyed in the 
presence here of persons coming thousands of 
miies. An unmistakable sign of the apprecia- 
tion of our citizens was their attending in 
such multitudes to welcome the festival at 
its opening night. In behalf of the people he 
extended the cordial hand of welcome. 

After the speeches the next musical num- 

ber was “Les Martyrs aux Arenes” of L. 
De Rille, which was rendered by the Orpheon 
Francais, forty-five strong, under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Ben O'Connell. Following came 
the presentation of the banner of the Na- 
tional Union by the last President of the 
North American Sängerbund, Leopold Meth. 
udy of St. Louis, and its acceptance by Jacob 
Hassinger, Presidént of the Twenty-sixth 
Sangertfest. 
The Socialer Sangerchor of St. Louis, un- 
der the leadership of William Lange, then 
rendered two choruses—the “Cecilia Song” 
of Buschaer and WDietrich’s “ Wanderer’s 
Song.“ The first number gave evidence of 
lack of study on the part of tne singers.

FATAL ACCIDENT ON THE LAKE SHORE. 


A Train Runs Into an Open Switch at Belle- 
vne, 0.—One Man Killed. 

Betizvor, O., Feb. 13.—[Special.]—An 
open switch on the Lake Shore railroad at 
this point caused another accident tonight. 
The eastbound night express, traveling at a 
high rate of speed, dashed into a side-tracked 
locomotive, backed up by a freigut-train, 
with the loss of one life and severe injuries 
to several other persons. The collision was 
caused through the carelessness of Fireman 
Young on a west-bound light engine in neg- 
lecting to shut the switch after backing in 
upon the switch in order to ailow the pas- 
senger-train to go by. 

The passenger-train went through the open 
switch, completely wrecking both engines. 
Fireman Young, on the lightengine, was out 
upon the locomotive pulling the screen over 
his headlight when the engines came to- 
gether. He lived but a short time. The 
wounded are: Engineer Phelps of the pas- 
senger-train, who now lies in a critical con- 
dition, and Simpson, his fireman, who had 
both legs broken and was badly injured 
internally. Conductor Hoyt of the pas- 
senger-traln is badly bruised. Mrs. Wooster, 
& passenger bound for Norwalk, had tworibs 
broken and was hurt internally. 


MOUNTAIN SLIDE IN CALIFORNIA. 


Trinity River Compietely Dammed, Causing 
Damage by High Water. 

WEAVERVILLE, Cal., Feb. 13.—Tidings reach 
here of a mountain slide on Dixon’s Bar, fifty 
miles from here, Feb. 3, which completely 
dammed Trinity River. Two Chinamen 
mining in the channel were crushed to death. 
The water in the river backea up rapidly, 
and alarge house and barnon the banks 
were swept away. Near San Juan Point the 
water rose to the door of a residence 800 fcet 
above the river, and a house two miles above 
was swept away with all ite contents. The 
water is now gradually cutting itself a new 
channel.

GREAT SURPRISE AT THE CHANGE. 


Dr. Griffith of Springfield Named to Suo- 
ceed Him. 


THE BITTER FIGHT AGAINST DR. RAUCH. 


The announcement came from Springfield 
yesterday that Dr. John H. Rauch, who has 
been a member of the State Board of Health 
since its organization in 1877, had been suc- 
ceeded by Dr. Benjamin B. Griffith of Soring- 
feld, though Dr. Rauch continues as Secre- 
tary. The report that Dr. Rauch hed been 
dropped from the bourd created no little talk 
and became rapidly known. It seemed to be 
a general surprise, and yet it has been 
rumored for months past that Dr. Rauch 
would tender his resignation at this meeting 
of the board, although this has been denied 
up to a few weeks ago by the interested 
parties, ; 

During the last session of the Legisla- 
ture an extremely bitter fight was waged 
against making the usual appropriations for 
this board by a number of members, the 
movement being led by Representative 
Cooley of Knox. Cooley announced that he 
was not opposea to the board, but was op- 
posed to the longer contynuance in power of 
Dr. Rauch, who has also acted as Secretary 
of the board for several years, and com- 
plained that Rauch wanted to make a star- 
chamber institution out of the board, that he 
was too autocratic in his demands, and that 
under his management, instead of being a 
benefit to the State it was adetriment. Mr. 
Cooley succeeded in getting a cut in the ap- 
propriations, the old soldiers voting against 
them because of Rauch’s alleged mistreat- 
ment of a crippled soldier who acted as 
janitor for him. The appropriations were 
finally restored to their former amounts, 
however, and it was then stated that Cooley 
had entered into an agreement in writing 
with Rauch, whereby the. latter had prom- 
ised to resign if tne appropriations were 
left as formerly, providing that he was al- 
lowed to retain the Secretaryship. If such 
an agreement existed, it has been carried 
out to the letter, and itis probable no further 
complaint will de heard. It is also stated 
the Secretary’s salary has been reduced $500 
per year. .

„I have known Dr. Rauch sine’ away back 
in the 00's, and I have always looked upon 
him as a brainy fellow and a faithful and 
efficient public officer.” : 

“The news is a surprise to me.“ said Dr. 
De Wolf. “I bave tollowed Dr. Rauch’s 
work closely as well as enjoyed. his intimate 
acquaintance for eighteen years. The Ili- 
nois State Board of Health—which means 
Dr. Rauch, since he has doné ali the work— 
is the most prominent health organization in 
the United States. His work has for years 
attracted the most interested attention, not 
only in America, but throughout Europe. 
He has deen elected an active or honorary 
member of every important sanitary society 
in the word. He was one of the founders of 
the American Public Health Association and 
its Urst President. He has held the office 
once since. In short, he is better known to 
the sanitary world than any other Ameri- 
can. 

„He has done more, too, than any other 
one man in this country to elevate the med- 
ical profession. Years ago he made a classi- 
fication of the medical coileges of the United 
States uftera thorough study of their cur- 
ricula. He then determined to give no ap- 
pheant a State certificate to practice who 
could not produce a diploma from colleges 
above a certain grade. Of course this action 
brought an immense amount of criticism on 
his head from the tabooed colleges and from 
the army of quacks. But he stuck to bis res- 
olution. One of the qualifications be required 
a college to possess before he would place it 
on the favored list was that it shouid have a 
chair of pubiic sanitation. 

„J am deeply regretful that he is to be 
no longer the head of the State Health 
Depurtment. He has a mass of detailed ac- 
curate knowledge of the drainage district 
that would be of inestimable. value just at 
present to the Drainage Commissioners.”

The 
inquiry, therefore, was upon the 
laws of evidence and procedure pre- 
vailing in the ordinary courts. The 
history of the actions of the leaders 
of tne Irish party from 1877 is recited; the 
relations are traced that existed between the 
founders of the Land League and the Fenians 
and the Irish-Americans. The Land League 
i Geseribed as it was originated by Davitt 
and adopted by Parnell, with the support of 
the extreme party both in Ireland and in 
America. Referrmg to boycotting, it declares 
that the instances adduced before the com- 
mission proved that it constituted a system 
of intumidation of the most severe and cruel 
character, and that it was directed not only 
against those who took land whence another 
had been evicted, but against every one who 
directly or indirectiy offered any obstacle to 
the reign of the unwritten law of the league 
in place of the law of tbe land. It was di- 
rected against those paying rent when others 
refused to pay—sa class whom Mr. Farnell 
designated as weak and cowardly, and 
against whom public opinion must be brought 
to bear, even though it sbould manifest 
itself in uspleasant ways. This . boy- 
cott combination was illegal both in 
its objscts and m the means adopted to carry 
it out It was an elaborate, all-pervad ug 
> trom aiming to injure the landlords as a 
class and to drive them out of the country. 
This action of tne } e far exceeded the 
limits of the just force of public opinion and 
created a well- grounded terror in the minds 
ot those suffering under it. 
CRIMINAL CONSPIRACY. 

The commission comes to the conclusion 
that this was the intention of those devising 
and carrying out the system.

An instance is cited from 
County Kerry. where the league was 
organized in Octover, 1880. Crimes im- 
mediately increased from thirteen cases in 
1379 to in 1880. The coincident decrease 
of crime with the inactivity of tne league 
Was equally conspicuous. hen the league 
was suppressed in 1881 crime drop from 
4,439 cases in 1881 to 870 cases in 1883. It was 


contenaed before the commission that the 


causes of crime were not due to the league, 
bat to the chronic state of ireland under dis- 
tress aggravated by evichon. There is no 
doubt that evictions contributed to crime, 
but the comparative statistics showed that 
the dominant cause was the league agita- 
tion. The first yearin which statistics of 
) and crime, respectively, were 
compiled was 1849; and comparison showed 
that during severe distress of the years from 
1849 to 1852 inclusive, when 58,423 families 
were evicted, the total agrarian crime was 
4,245; whereas for the four years from 1879 
to 1882, with 11,964 families evicted, tne total 
record of crimes was 11,323. The fact was 
with 3,415 families evicted in 1881 crime 
hed a total 4,439 greater than during all 
the four years from 1849 to 1852, when 58,423 
were evicted. 

As to the suggestion that crime was caused by 
Secret societies acting in antagonism to the 
league, Mr. Parnell stated in the House of Com- 
mons in January, 1881, that secret societies had 
ceased to exist. In our judgment Mr. Parnell 
spoke accurately when he made that statement. 
Matthew Harris also stated in his evidence that 
no secret societies, except the Fenians. then ex- 
isted. We find no trace in the evidence of any of 

leaders of the league showing that crime was 
tofany such societies.

The exer- 
cises of the evening were opened by Bishop 
Andrews, who presided: Bishop Foss made 
an address on the book concern and mis- 
sionary society joint agencies in evangeliza- 
tion.“ 

He spoke of the amount of work done in 
Japan, China, and India by the society and 
the number of converts to Christianity its 
iabors in those countries had secured. The 
society has now 2,999 missionary stations, 
and before the end of next year it will have, 
he said, 4,000 in all parts of the world. Bishop 
Foss then made a short review of the estab- 
hst#ment of the book concern 100 years ago, 
its growth, and the work it has accomplished. 
Addresses were also made by Gen. Clinton 
B. Fiske, Sanford Hunt, D. D., the Rey. A. 
B. Leonard, the Rev. J. M. Buckley, and sev- 
eral others. 

The Rev. Dr. Buckley said the possibility 
of a union with the Presbyterian Church was 
welcomed by him. The elimination of bad 
doctrine from the Westminster Confession of 
Faith, as voted foratthe recent presbytery 
meeting in this city, was, he believed, a step 
that would hasten that union. 


THE BANK WRECKING SENSATION, 


The Entire Case to Be Laid Before the 
Grand Jury ®Bhortly. 

New York, Feb. 18.—[Special.|—The bank 
sensation is not ended vet. An exposé of 
the remarkable manner in which the three 
banks which closed their deors have been 
placed upon their feet again in the last ten 
days and the systematic suppression of in- 
criminating facts is being looked for at an 
early day. The complete story of the trans- 
fer of the two State barks to the control of 
the wrecking syndicate and their operation 
afterward is to be laid before the grand jury 
at an early day; and, in spite of the restitu- 
tion which has been made by individuals in 
the hope of securing immunity from punish- 
ment, it now looks asif the men guilty of 
violating the laws of the State will get their 
just deserts. 

Concerning the rumors about the condi- 
tion of the Western National Bank and that 
of the Commercial, Bank Examiner 
Hepburn deciares that he has recently ex- 
amioed both banks and found them to be 
sound. He added that the capital of the 
Western, which is $3,500,000, 1s so large that 
thereis no possibility of the depositors ever 
sustaining any loss. 

Arrangements were made today by which 
the Lenox Hill Bank will clear through the 
Western National Bank. 


NIHILISTS INCREASE THEIR VIGOR, 


Siberian Outrages May Lead to a Fresh 
Outbreak — Action of the Czar. 

New York, Feb. 13.—A Paris cable mes- 
sage states that further particulars of the 
Siverian horror have been received and show 
that the crueities were worse than 
at first reported. it now appears, 
runs the story, that Mme. Sihida had a 
younger sister, some 16 years old, who went 
to Siberia to look after ‘her comfort. 
Arriving there she had the mis- 
fortune to please the eye of tne 
director of the prison. She was de- 
tained by him upon a trumped-up charge 
of conniving at Mme. Sihida’s attempted 
escape and became a victim of his brutality. 
She was subjected tosuch atrocious treatment 
as to cause her death soon after. Mme. Sihida 
indignant and terror-stricken by this awful 
event, vehemently denounced the outrage. 
In doing this she attracted the attention of 
the director, who then approached her with 
the sam3 insults he had heaped upon 
her sister. The monstrous revenge of the 
director in having her publicly flogged fol- 
lowed, and this punishment was accompa- 
nied by inhuman incidents which probably 
had more to do in driving her to suicide than 
the exposure to which she had been sub- 
jected. 

The revolt in the maie prison is confirmed, 
and it is now definitely known that the num- 
ber of killed amounted to forty-one. News of 
the affair has now been circulated in Russia 
and it bas inspired the Nihilists with new 
vigor.

MORE ICE IN THE ATLANTIC. 


The Sea in a Dangerous Condition—No 
Tidings of the Erin. 

New York, Feb. 13.— [Special. — All incom- 
ing vessels today report an increasing num- 
ber of icebergs at sea and much field ice. 
The steamer Amalfi, which reached her dock 
this mornine, left Hambure Jan. 9 and 
reached Halifax after thirty days of voyag- 
ing through ice and dodging icebergs. Capt. 
Kraeft reported that Jan. 28 he passed 
through an ice-field 175 miles long. He saw 
twenty icebergs, big and little, and one 200 
feet high. 

The steamer State of Nebraska passed 
three iceberes in latitude 44, longitude 48. 
and Capt. Hodge of the steamer Red Ruth, 
from Hamburg and Cardiff, said he psssea a 
number of icebergs Feb. 8 as far south as 
latitude 43° 30’. The failure of the steamers 
Timor and Astral, which also arrived today, 
to bring any news of the Erin. was 
a severe disappointment to the owners of 
that vessel. The Astral, Capt. Simpson, 
steamed out of Rotterdam Jan. 9, touched at 
Portsmouth Jan. 15, and was at St. Michaels 
Jan. 31. He neither saw nor heard anything 
of the Erin, although he would probably have 
seen her if she had steamed to tne southward, 
as her agents hoped. The Timor. from Gib- 
raltar, passed over the track the Erin would 
have taken, and the National Liner Holland, 
arriving a few days ago, took a southern 
* on purpose to search for the Erin, but 
in vain. 


CLOAKMAKEKRS MAY STRIKE, 


Eight Thousand Werkmen to Demand ar 
Increase of Pay. 

New York, Feb. 13.~There are indications 
that the cloak and suit makers employed by 
all the manufacturers in this city—about 
eighty—will strike in a few days unless their 
wages are increased. There are about 
8,000 empioyés in all, 3,000 of whom belong to 
the United Cloak and Suit Makers’ Union. 
Those employed in all the principal shops in 
the trade met at different halls tonight and 
voted as to what action they would 
take on the subject of increased pay. Their 
decision will be reported at a general mass- 
meeting to be held tomorrow night. The 
officers of the union stated tonight that they 
were not in favor of a general atrike, but 
they may be forced into it.

TWO MEN KILLED BY A BURSTING BOILER. 


A Locomotive Biows Up with Fatal Re- 
sulte Near Douglas, Pa. 

Prrrsnund, Pa., Feb. 13.—About 8:30 o’ clock 
this morning the boiler of a locomotive ex- 
ploded while in motion near Douglas station 
on the Pittsburg, McKeesport and Youghio- 
gheny railroad, thirty miles south of here, 
killing two men and injuring three others. 
The men killed were Charles Jenkins, a flag- 
man, and John Ludwig, the engineer. The 
injured are John Steadman, fireman; Will- 
iam McKinley, brakeman; and George Ris- 
ter, conductor. All will recover. 

The engine had taxen a construction-train,

FOR FEES IN COURT-HOUSE REPAIRS. 


Architect Hansen Suing the County for 
$7,500—The Contract in Court. 

The claim of Architect C. O. Hansen against 
Cook County for 87,500 came before Judge Alt- 
geld and a jury yesterday. Hansen was made 
architect of the county through the influence of 
George C. Klenm and Contractor William Har- 
lev. Through them he secured a contract to 
make specifications for the repairs on the Court- 
House and to superintend the work. The repairs 
cost, as the taxpayers afterwards discovered, 
about $139,000, and Hansen claims that he is en- 
titled to 5 per cent of this amount as a reward 
for his services. Theciaim is now contested by 
the county. 1 

Assistant County Attorney Michels iatro- 
duced an order of me board by the terms of 
which Hansen was to receive $2,250 as payment 
in full for his services in superintending the work 
on the Court House and preparing the spccifica- 
tions. 

Hansen admitted the existence of the contract 
which Michels produced, but claimed it was 

on an underestimate. He changed the 
estimates at ihe instance of the Building Com- 
mittee. Mr. Terhune, who cross-examined Han- 
sen, asked whether be did not kncw that com- 
mittee had no power to enter into an agreement 
involving expenditure. 

Judge Altgeld wanted to rule the question out, 
but both Terhune and Michels warmly pro- 
tested, and read from the statute and the de- 
cisions on the matier. The question was then 
allowed. Hansen professed ignorance of the 
law.

INTELLIGENT JURORS SCARCE, 


The State Finds It Difficalt to Get a Jury 
in the Bribery Case. 

The regular Criminal Court panel was uearly 
exhausted yesterday in the examination in Judge 
Waterman’s Court for jurors in the jury-bribing 
case. A special venire of ten has been ordered 
tor this morning. During the morning session 
the first four jurymen accepted by both sides 
wereswornin. They are: 

Simon D. Mentz of No. 1315 Wellington avenue, 
Max Lau, No. 2620 Emerald avenue; John F.

Three more have been accepted by each side 
and await the acceptance of a fourth man to be 
swornin.

Mr. Lorade Taft's Lecture at the Art In- 
stitate on “Praxiteles.” 

Mr. Lorado Taft lectured to a large andience 
last ney at tie Art Institute upon Prax- 
rteles and His Contemporaries.” Civilization in 
Greece, he said, has left few remains except in 
literature and sou)pture, and these, fragmentary 
as they are, are of infinite value. A statue of 
Ceres holding a child on her arm was shown by 
the stereopticon. It was chiseled by the father 
of Praxiteles, and is remarkable as introducing 
the first bent head. The only work remaining to 
us which Was certainly by Praxiteles is 
the Hermes, which was found by the Germans at

with wonderful skill, and the modeling under the 
eye shows an exquisite gentleness. Several

His greatest work 
was in the rebuilding of the temple in Ar- 
cadia to King Mausolus, which he designed. 
It was standing in d condition until 1450, 
when the Knightsof St. John stopped there on 
their way to the Holy Land and recklessly de- 
stroyed it. The lions from this frieze are disap- 
pointing, the lecturer said, but the horses are 
realistic and superbly modeled. 

The famous group of Niobe and her children 
Delongs to this period, but its scuiptor is un- 
known. Itis a marvelous representation of grief 
without a trace of melodrama. The Greeks had 
not yet lost their self-restraint. Some interest- 
ing work by Lysippus was also shown.

BIG PRICE FOR A BROKEN CONTRACT. 


E. 8. Richards Saing the Lake Shore Kall- 
road for Damages of $2,500,000, 

A suit involving between $2,000,000 and 8.000. 
000 is on trial before Judge Grinnell, in which E. 
S. Richards sues the Lake Shore and Michigan 
Southern railway for dathages growing out of an 
alleged breach of contract. The suit, as outlined 
by Attorney A. M. Pence in his opening speech, 
is based on acontract which went into effect Jan. 
2, 1884, and by the terms of which Richards ereet- 
ed a transfer-house at Englewood to transfer 
grain on track from cars of Western roads to 
those of the Lake Shore. Richards was to be 
allowed 70 cents a car from the market for the 
accurate weights secured by his method, and the 
Lake Shore company agreed to pass all grain 
transferred to it for the next ten years through 
Mr. Richards’ transfer-house, 

Mr. Richards claims that the road failed to 
keep its agreement to hand all the grain over to 
bim, and in addition to this violated a clause in 
the agreement, which provided that all weights 
should be kept secret from other roads. This the 
company admits, but says the clerks were to 
blame in not distinguishing between the grain 
received through Mr. Richards’ transfer house 
and that which had come prior to the arrange- 
ment. At any rate Mr. Richards said the com- 
pany failed to pay the charges according to 
agreement, and then déclined to arbitrate the 
differences as provided in the contract. He 
troke the contract, and maintains that the 
breaches of faith on the part of the company 
gave him this right.

The Farwell Building, though occupying so 
much space, is divided by fire-walls into separate 
risks. These fire-wails are of concrete two feet 
thick at the botton and eighteen inches thick at 
the top. Previous fires have shown that these 
walls of concrete are an impassable barrier to 
the flames, 

Yesterday's fire was confined to the southeast 
corner of the immense building. The portion 
where the fire raged has a frontage of sixty-six 
feet on Market street and 166 on Adams street. 
The whole, building is six stories high with a 
basement, d was packed from root to base- 
ment with goods. Itis built of brick with stone 
trimmings. But for the fire-wails the whole 
building mast have been gutted and the ioss 
could not have fallen much short of $10,000,000, 

The fire started at the rear of the first floor. 
which is occupied as a pressing department by 
Work Bros., clothing manufucturers. At 6:49 
o'clock the Fire Insurance Patrol received wu still 
from the automatic mercurial alarm with which 
the bailing, is titted. The company at once 
broke into Work Bros’. first floor. Capt. O' Neil. 
in command of Patrol No. 1, sent in an alarm to 
the Fire Department from the box at Market and 
Adams streets three minutes after the mercurial 
still. The rapid spread of the fire necessitated 
repeated calls for additional belp, which brought 
the working force of engines up to sixteen, be- 

des seven hook and ladder companies and the 

boats Geyser and Chicago. 
SUFFERING OF THE FIREMEN. 

The heat was unusually severe andthe men 
working upon ladders suffered the worst roast 
they have received for many a day. The heat 
cracked the glass of the windows and the frag- 
ments rained down on their heads, cutting and 
lacerating their hands and faces, The sufferings 
of the men were terrible, but they bravely stuck 
to their posts. Their devotion was greeted by 
cheers from the gathering crowd on the streets. 

The men belonging to Truck No. 2 were at 
work on the Adams street front. In spite of the 
great heat they succeeded in raising à ladder to 
a second-story window, and William Saller was 
one of the first to mount. He was midway be- 
tween the second and third floors when the lad- 
der slipped at the bottom. Saller lost his hold 
and fell, his head striking on the stone pave- 
ment. His skull was fractured and be was 
pickea up unconscious. The horrible scene caused 
a shudder in the crowd that lined the streets. The 
comrades of the . unfortunate man gathered 
around him, He gave nos of hfe except a 
faint gasp. The Lake street patrol wagon con- 
veyed him to the County Hospital. Besides the 
fractured skull there was a gash from the crown 
of the head to the forenead, There is practical! 
no chance of his recovery. Saller is 2% years ol 
and unmarried. 

Wen Capt. O'Neill of Patrol No. 1 entered the 
first floor of the building after turning in the 
first alarm the men setto work to cover up the 
goods. They had placed 300 covers before the 
spread of the flames made it necessary to leave. 

hey started for the Market street front, by 
which they bad come in, but found their escape 
barred in that direction. They made their way 
through the smoke to the Adams street front ana 
got out by breaking the windows. 

The members of the Fire Department did not 
escape so easily. Marshal O'Malley and John 
Meyer of Truck 1 were on a stairway leading to 
the third floor when it gave way. Meyer was 
unable to save himself and his leg was broken 
by the fall. The Marshal caught hold of a rafter 
and got off with an ugly cut under the chin. 
Meyer was removed to St. Luke’s Hospital. 
While at work in front of the building several 
members of Trucks Nos. 2 and 6 were badly 
cut by falling glass. Lieut. Thomas O'Connor 
of Truck No. had his hands frighttuliy cut 
while engaged in directing his men on the Ad- 
ams street side. He remained at his post, nev- 
ertheless, till the fire was under control. Cas- 

ar Saite of Truck No. 6 while assisting 

n raising a ladder on the Market street 
front was struck py a die piece of 
glass wmch nearly amputeted his thumb 
and forefinger. James Cunningham of the same 
company tell from a ladder and sprained his 
ankle. Thomas Dougherty, also of Truck No. 6, 
was caught on the cheek by a piece of glass and 
the flesh was terribly cut and lacera Nicho- 
las Powers of Truck No. 2 bad bis finger crushed 
by a piece of falling stone. Frank Donohue of 
Truck No. 6 had his face cut with glass, but his 
injury is not serious. 
THE LOSSES. : 

The burned portion of the building is valued at 
$100,000, or one-ninth of the vaiue of the whole 
structure. The damage to the building will be 
about $40,000. It is owned by John V. and Sen- 
ator C. B. Farwell. 

Work Bros. occupied the greater portion of the 
gutted building, including the sub-Dasemeat and 
the first, fourth, fifth, and sixtti floors. Taylor 
Bros., manufacturers of hats and caps, occupied 
the second and third floors, but this 
concern is practically a department of 
Work Bros. The loss of the two firms 
will be about $300,000. J. Work said the firm 
had secured for quarters the old Lindauer build- 
ing at Franklin and Adams streets and would re- 
sume business there this morning. 

Mendel & Co., jobbers of goods, occupied 
the basement. Their loss will about $40,000. 

Outside of ty burned building many firms 
suffered loss from broken glass, the heat being

H. Walker & Co.'s loss will 
$500, The many streams of water 
that were poured upon the buil also dam- 
aged adjoining firms. J. Hofeld & Co., fancy dry 
goods, and M. Gimble & Sons, hats and caps, 
both at Nos. 172 and 174 Market street, just north 
of the burned building, are damaged to the 
amount of $2,000 each by smoke and water. C. 
M. Henderson & Co., boot and shoe manufact- 
urers at the northeast corner of Market ana 
Adams streets, lose $8,000 from smoke, water, 
and broken giass.

Tun report ot the Kansas State Board of

In the present contest the minority is 
anarctiical and the majority is holaing closely 
to American precedents. 


GEN. MORGAN’S CONFIRMATION. 

The confirmation of Gen. Morgan as Indian 
Commissioner by the Senate is a vindication 
of one of the most faithful and efficient de- 
partment officers in the Administration and a 
much-needed rebuke to sectarian intermed- 
dling with affairs of State. The record shows 
that there were but two Republican Senators 
who voted against confirmauon—Ingalis and 
Pierce—and if we are correctly informed 
neither of these was influenced by the 
charges made against him, but rather by 
their opposition to his policy of Indian edu- 
cation, which has been fully set forth in the 
columns of Tun Tripunz. It is also pleasant 
to note that there were five Democratic Sen- 
ators who had manliness enough to vote their 
convictions and refused to be influenced by 
sectarian clamor for partisan purposes. 

The real animus of the opposition to Gen. 
Morgan was sectarian. Tne charge of un- 
soldierly conduct during the war was only a 
mean and malignant @retext, which fell to 
the ground as soon as it was made, the rec- 
ords showing that the alieged offense was a 
technical error and that the findings 
of the court-martial were promptly re- 
versed by the higher authoriues, Una- 
doubtedly also there was much ovpposi- 
tion from the spoilsmen, who had learned 
by practical experience that Gen. Morgan 
could not be coaxed or driven into using the 
patronage of his office for their corrupt pur- 
poses. The principal opposition, however, 
was sectarian, and it wus organized and 
pressed by the highest authorities in the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, who not only used 
their influence to induve Senators to vote 
against him but even threatened those who 
should vote for him with political disasters in 
the future. The charge made by these au- 
thorities was that he had discriminated 
against Roman Catholic teachers in the In- 
dian schools and in other positions and filled 
their places with Protestants. These 
charges were met and completely disproved 
by the records, which showed that in every 
case of removal there was ample cause either 


for incompetency, bad habits, or gross disre- 


gard of duty. In spite of this the sectarian 
opposition was kept up and was pressed with 
unexampled vigor and bitterness. 

It is the first time, we believe, that a re- 
ligious denomination has openly intermeddled 
with politics and demanded in a public man- 
ner the defeat of a Presidential nomination 
upon penalty of its displeasure. 80 far as 
the con flrmauon of the nomination implies a 
rebuke to priestly intermeddling it is de- 
served. Had the Senate yielded to che press- 
ure it would have been a disgrace to the 
dominant party and a calamity to the coun- 
try. Now that it has done its duty Gen Mor- 
gan is free to go on with his important work 
of bringing the Indian under the influences 
of civilization by his wise and radical policy 
of education. So long as his nomination was 
hung ap in the Senate it was tantamount to 
the nullifying of his authority; but now that 
this obstacle is cleared away and tnere is an 
end of the partisan and sectarian vilifica- 
tion which has pursued him so long he can 
enver upon his work with free hands. We 
believe that he will prove himself to be the 
most intelligent and efficient worker who 
has ever filled the position of Indian Com- 
missioner and that the great work in which 
‘he is engaged so enthusiastically will make 
rapid strides ahead during his administra- 
tion. As an IIlinoisan the people of this

CHICAGO SEWAGE AND THE VALLEY 
TOWNS. 

The convention of delegates from Illinois 
Valiey towns held at Joliet Wednesday was 
controlled by moderate men and not by 
Mr. Paige of Joliet or Mr. Sanford of Morris, 
consequently the wild talk of the former was 
not indorsed, and the latter did not make 
much ‘progress toward securing a fee for con- 
ducting legal proceedings against Chicago. 
The resolutions adopted, while assunfing 
something to be true which is not, were far 
milder than those which had been prepared 
for the céhvention with the hope it would 
indorse them. 

The chief error in the resolutions is the 
assertion that this city intends to increase 
the filth which goes down the cana! by pump- 
ing stuff into it from the South Fork. It has 
been stated over ana over again ‘that the 
supplemental works which Chicago proposes 
putting in operawon will lessen, not increase, 
both the absolute quantity and offensiveness 
of the sewage sent down the valley. The 
South Fork has for years been the receptacle 
of a vast amount of animal matter that never 
should have been allowed to find its way 
there. Perhapsa third of this foul refuse 
has from time to time been swept into the 
South Branch ana pumped into the canal 
The rest of it has found its way to the lake. 
Chicago, having now jarisdiction over the 
packing-house territory, has required the 
packers to build settling basins to catch the 
animal matter, and they are making arrange- 
ments to obey. When they have done so the 
offénsiveness and unhealthfulness of the 
contents of the South Fork will be lessened 
by three-fourths. Then the sewage going 
into the canal will not only be less obnoxious 
in itself, but the dilution will be thrice what 
it now is. 

Therefore the valley people are standing in 
theirown light when they insist that this 
city shall not increase the dilution. They 
are illogical when they scold the city for not 
living up wo the joint resolution of 1881, re- 
quiring the pumping of 60,000 cubic feet a 
minute, andin the same breath insist that 
no sewage shall go into the canal except 
through gravity. Were that done they 
would get from 10,000 to 15,000 feet a minute 
of sewage in its most highiy concentrated 
and offensive form. producing the very evils 
which the resoluwon of 1881 was meant to 
end. Some sewage has to go into the canal 
if it is not to be abandoned, for the old feed- 
ers will not supply the necessary water. 

It is true, as the resolutions charge, that 
Chicago has not lived up to the erders of the 
Legislature of 1881. Technically it is to 
blame, but the real fault lies with that inef- 
ficient engineer, more inefficient Commis- 
sioner, and most inefficient Mayor—Cregier 
—who got the worthiess pumps that are now 
at Bridgeport, and who is chiefly responsibie 
for the delay in getting rid of them and pro- 
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“to fte the valley heart.“ Mr. Paige de- 
clared that if Chicago pumped anything but 
pure water into the canal he would lead the 


mon of Joliet to tne Cook County line, dam 


the diteh, plant gatling guns, and prevent 
the Chicago microbes from going an inch 
further. That will be a great sight to see 
when it comes off, and the railroads will run 
excursion trains to give the people a chance 
to view Mr. Paige and his army fighting the 
invading bacilli. | 

Mr. Strawn of Pontiac, a place which has 
not hitherto been counted as one of the val- 
ley towns, told his hearers that the great 
cities of Europe had quit throwing sewage 
into the rivers and used it as a fertilizer. He 
‘also remarked that m a few years the Des- 
plaines and Illinois ‘would not be able to 
carry the sewage of Chicago. If Mr. Strawn 
had known what he was talking about he 
would have stated that such European cities 
as London and Paris discharge their sewage 
into such rivers as the Thames and the 
Seine, whose flow of water is not equal to 
what that of the Chicago drainage channel 
will be. Even though Chicago were to reach 
the population of London, which no one is so 
sanguine as to expect, the rate of dilution of 
its sewage would be greater than that which 
1s found sufficient in the Capital of England. 

What the valley needs is more dilution— 
the more of it the better. If let alone Chi- 
cago will give it, and it is for the interest of 
the valley to help rather than to hinder her, 
so that instead of sewage undiluted and of- 
fensive, it may get it dilated and inoffensive 
to nose or eye. : 


NECESSITY FOR THE OFFICIAL BALLOT. 

Ex-Presiaent Cleveland has again allowed 
himseif to be interviewed, this tame by the 
representative of a Baltimore paper. A week 
before that his privacy was invaded by a man 
from a Missouri jouraal, a week before that 
by the editor of a Tennes paper, and 
three weeks ago by soméDody from still 
another State. It will be geen that there isa 
widespread desire to know what Mr. Cleve- 
land thinks of things, and that he is willing 
to gratify it. a 

Ballot reform is the subject about which he 
has last been questioned. He is strongly in 
favor of it, not necessarily because Gov. Hill 
is opposed to it, though that fact doubtless 
makes him a little more earnest in his deliv- 
erances, But whatever his motives may be, 
he is right in his assertion that the vital 
principle of election ballot reform is lodged 
in the official ballot.“ 


To permit an unofficial b2'lot would leave the 
door wide open as ever to bribery and corruption. 
An ‘official’ ballot K sweep away toa 
great extent, if not entirely, all excuse for cam- 
paign funds—that fruitful source of bribery and 
corruption — for if the State paid all the expenses 
of the elections, there would be but little plea to 
levy assessments upon candidates and contribu- 
tions from interested outsiders. 


Every man who has had anything to do 
with running a campaign in this city for avy 
party—Kepublican, Democratic, or Independ- 
ent—will admit the truth of this. The legiti- 
mate party expenses at any election, cover- 
ing the printing and distribution of tickets 
and the pay of those who handle them at the 
polls, will not fall short of $20,000 for each 
side. There wasaday when this tax was 
not so heavily felt. Each organization had 
enthusiasts who were glad to stand at the 
polls all day and peddle tickets for nothing, 
out of sheer party cevotion. But they and 
the drilled and uniformed marching clubs 
have gone. Politics is business, and he who 
works at it expects his pay as at any other 
trade. 

The money to defray expenses is raised 
partly by assessing candidates, partly by 
making more or less forced contributions on 
wealthy party members. These assessments 
are sometimes so heavy that they swallow 
up the lawful income of an office for one or 
more years. The successful candidate is 
strongly tempted to get that money back if 
he can, If an Alderman, County Commis- 
sioner, or a member of the Legislature, he 
often does, He sells a franchise and he gets 
even. Where an office is specially profitabie 
by reason of some fees or emoluments the 
candidate has to pay a higher assessment to 
get it. Acting on the theory that he has 
bought the office he naturally fights any at- 
tempt to cut down his profits, and thus 
abuses are perpetuated. 

The official baliot means that officeholders 
will not start out with the idea that there is 
a certain sum of morey due them which they 
have aright to collect by devious ways. It 
means that candidates will not be assessed 
tor legitimate or illegitimate campaign ex- 
penses, and that there will be no need of 
scraping up funds which are generally pock- 
eted by ward workers and men of influence 
ina precinct. It means a blow at bribery 
and the stoppage of the collection of corrup 
uon funds, a third of which may be used in 
buying votes, while two-thirds at least stays 
in the pockets of those who handle it. 

Those Chicago politicians who do not live 
off campaign funds are agreed in the hope 
that the next Legislature of this State will 
give mem the official ballot. | 


LOW PRICES FOR PRODUCE 

The severe depression in the prices of grain 
and live stock which has marked the last 
three or four years has been widely com- 
mented on and variously accounted for. 
Some charge it to the account of cheapening 
in processes of production and transporta- 
tion, while others seem to think it is in great- 
er part if not wholly due to the formation of 
syndicates or the heartiess conduct of bear 
speculators in the markets. Perhaps a 
glimpse at the real cause of the change 
noted may be obtained by reference to that 
index of agricultural extension, the enlarge- 
ment of occupation of public lands. The 
homestead entries for the ten years ending 
with the middie of 1879 aggregated 37,546,475 
acres, While for the succeeding decade the 
total was 68,236,358 acres, the rate of increase 
being nearly doubled, 

This greater rapidity of settling up hither- 
to unoccupied lands was a legitimate conse- 
quence of the enlarged facilities for doing so 
which were presented by railroad extensions, 
but it is none the less a valid cause for de- 
pression in prices, since it has been far 
greater than the corresponding increase in 
population. It has allowed the supply of 
cereal and animal food to grow much faster 
than the demand. True the magnitude of 
the wheat crop has not augmented since 
about six years ago, but during that time the 
cultivawon of the cereal in other lands has 
been widely extended. In other grain ana 
live stock the abundance of material has been 
80 great as to force down prices by intense 
competition between sellers. Especially has 
this been the case with corn, a yield of 
about 4,000,000,000 bushels in two years hav- 
lag been accompanied by a couple of unusual- 
ly mild winters, which reduced consumption 
on the farm toa minimum and left all the 
more to be offered for sale outside the coun- 
ties in which it was raised. It is estimated 
that the packing of the West since the close 
of October includes fully 1,120,000 more hogs 
than were slaughtered in the corresponding 
time last winter. The vast increase in the 
quantity of product to be disposed of could 
on ly be met by important concessions on the 
part of sellers, and the wonder is rather 
that prices have not declined further. The 
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auate return for his toil and the investmen 
of his capital, It can only cease to be an 
evil to him when he becomes able and 

ing to hold over in times of greatest plenty a 
liberal part of his crop in the hope of 
finding a more favorable market in 
the future. Such an opportunity has 
always come round in the past and 
probably will do so again: It is seldom that 
@ bounteous crop occurs more than three 
years in succession, and the season of plenty 
is generally followed by a period of some 
years of comparative scarcity, during which 


the former surpius is gladly absorbed at 


figures which make it pay well to carry it 
over till the consumer waats it. Possibly 
this conclusion would be the most valuabie 
of those arrived at by the commission which 
it is proposed shall investigate the problem 
at a salary of ten dollars per day to each of 
its seven members. They could hardiy hope 
to suggest some means of raising prices so 
long as the supply of material on the market 
appears to be far in excess of the wants of 
buyers. | 


GOV. LARRABEE’S MESSAGE. 

The farewell message of Gov. Larrabee of 
Iowa was sent to the General Assembly yes- 
terday. The topics of which it treats are 
mostly of interest to lowans alone, but some 
of the statements made by him will receive 
general attention. Thus, after speaking of the 
bountiful crops of Iowa, he expresses a doubt 
whether, owing to trusts and combinations, 
the farmers fully share in the general pros- 
perity of the country: 


It is clear that this evil is aggravated by the 
incongruities of the present tariff: and tariff re- 
vision should be no longer delayed. A wise and 
patriotic poltey will pose every effort to de- 

rade American — while the protective 
eatures of the tariff should be carefully main- 
tained undue protection should not be given to 
any interest. The duties on sugar, rice, and 
other necessities should be removed before the 
internal revenue tax on luxuries 1s disturbed. 


These sentiments will probably meet with 
the full approval of the Iowa farmers. 

Speaking of prohibition, the Governor de- 
nies that the result of the last election was 
a verdict against it. He insists that the law 
can be enforced “if only the officers of the 
law are disposed to do their duty.” He be- 
lieves it has been lived up to better than ever 
before, and points to the decrease of crime 
as one of the consequences, Molding these 
views, he naturally records himself against 
high license. * 

The Governor expresses his pleasure at the 
success of the railway legislation of the State 
and the fact that the roads have come to 
terms. He recommends that the Commis- 
sioners be authorized to make joint tariffs, 
that passenger rates be cut to two cents a 
mile, that no free transportation be given, 
and no secret contracts or subsidizing be 
allowed. 


The finances of the State are sound, its in- 


stitutions in good order, and all its material 
interests are prospering. 


ONLY TWO INDUSTRIAL SYSTEMS. 

Sir Henry Maine, the distinguished En- 
glish historical jurist, has an impressive 
passage in his work on Popular Govern- 
ment wherein he cites the United States 
as having displayed side by side the only two 
industrial systems which mankind has ever 
been able to make successful inthe produc- 
tion of wealth. He says: 


There are two sets of motives and twoonly by 
which the ggeat bulk of the materials of human 
subsistence and comfort have hitherto been pro- 
duced and reproduced. One has led to the culti- 
vation of the Northern States of the American 
Union from the Atlantic to the Pacific; the other 
had a considerable share in bringing about the 
agricultural and indpstrial progress of the South- 
ern States, and in old days it produced the wonder- 
ful prosperity of Peru under the Incas. One 
system is ecohomical competition, the other con- 
sists in the daily task. perhaps fairly and kindly 
allotted, but enforced by the prison or the scourge, 
So far as we have any experience to teach us we 
are driven to the conclusion that every society 
of men must adopt one system or the other or it 
will pass through penury to starvation. 


Perhaps some rare exceptions to this rule 
may be found ſu small end scattered com- 
munal societies which have been held to- 
gether by the force of a common religious 
sentiment. In these — however, re- 
ligious belief takes the piace of the master or 
owner and the members of the society are 
governed and controlled by their elders, 
prophets, or leaders virtually as though they 
were slaves. Religious hopes and fears hald 
them to their toil and force them to yield 
obedience to their rulers, but such industrial 
systems are possible only where the mem- 
bers of the community are ail dominated by 
the same overpowering belief and where 
they may be sequestered in small rural socie- 
ties. 

Leaving out of consideration isolated socie- 
ties which are really religious rather than in- 
dustrial in character, it would seem that Sir 
Henry Maine’s generalization is strictly cor- 
rect and that wealth and civilization have 
been the result either of slavery or its con- 
trast and opposite, free economic competi- 
tion. The latter has been the great civiliz 
ing force, but while there is no in- 
centive to effort like the hope of 
individual advantage, yet, as in the 
instances cited by Sir Henry Maine, 
wealth may be produced where a submissive 
race can be held in sla very and compelled to 
labor by robber masters. The slavesin the 
Southern States were virtually sociulistic 
toilers with their masters and Owners repre 
senting the State. They were all practically 
on the same level, owning nothing and with- 
out hope of bettering their condition and 
looking to their masters for food and cloth- 
ing. A superior governing force allotted 
their tasks and supplied them with subsist- 
ence just as a socialistic Stute would do witn 
its citizens. They were protected from the 
extremes of poverty, since it was to the inter- 
est of the master to provide the slave suffi- 
cient food and to care for him in sickness. 
The same superior power which compelled 
them to labor provided them the necessities 
of life, protected them from extreme want, 
and secured them one and all about the same 
degree of comfort. These are the ends which 
socialism proposes, but to attain them the 
State must be the master and owner of its 
subjects and armed with a lash strong enough 
to force every man to his allotted task how- 
ever distasteful it may be. 

Siave labor.can be used only in agriculture, 
working mines, etc., and even in these fleids 
is much less productive than the toilof free 
men. The slave, assuréd of his subsistence, 
toils only to the extent and in the manoer 
necessary to avoid the lash. The free la- 
borer, assured of nothing but what he may 
gain by his own exertions, 1s compeiled to 
put forth a certain amount of labor to pro- 
cure a livelihood, and, if susceptible to such 
influences, has the hope of individual gain 
and advantage to incite him to still further 
effort. If, under the system of free compe 
tition, the State assures the individual noth- 
ing but what he may gain by manual or men- 
tal toil, it does undertake to make him secure 
in all that he may so acquire and 80 opens a 
boundiess fleld for individual ambition and 
effort. To lift a tribe or race above the pov- 
erty of barbarism men must be forced to 
labor in the production of wealth either 
through fear of the lash in the hands of 
masters or, under the system of free labor 
and economical competition, by pressing per- 
sonal necessities and the superadded induce- 
ments of individual advantage to the full ex- 
vent that they may be won

THE DUKE OF ORLEANS’ DISCOMFITURE. 

The so-called escapade of the young Duke 
of Orleans has come to an end and the young 
gentleman finds himself muicted in the costs 
of his trial and condemned to two years’ con- 
finement in prison, wich will give him am- 
ple opportunity to reflect upon the folly of 
his open and flagrant violation of a law of 
France, provided the Government does not 
see fit in its leniency to pardon him. The 
firm and quiet style in whicn the Gov- 
ernment has disposed of his case speaks well 
for the strength of the Republic, as does also 
the equally prompt stylo in which it sup 
pressed the capers of the sentimentalists 
and the mob who were egged on by the Mon- 
archiste to get up a demonstration in the 
streets. 

The affair itself could have happened no- 
where but in France. It was all of a piece 
with Louis Napoleon and his eagle, and Bou- 
langer and his biack horse. The pretenders 
to power in France are always spectacular 
and melodramatic in their manifestations, 
but rarely sensible, or rising above the dig- 
nity of acircus. The descent of the young 
Duke into France has been called a school- 
boy freak, but it was of the same character 
and fully as dignified as the performances 
of any of his older predecessors, perhaps 
even more so, for he carried himself wel 
through his trial and defended himself so 
cleverly that the word would have applauded 
the Government had it taken him at his 
word and consigned duim to military duty far 
enough away from home to keep him out of 
mischief and at the samo time to hold him 
under the salutary restraints of military 
discipline. If it were the truth that he 
wished to join the army it, would have been 
a good stroke of policy to have given him 
the opportunity. 

That the Government did not do so ana is 
holding him where he will be incapabie of 
mischief would seem to indicate that perhaps 
the Duke’s escapade was not altogether @ 
schoolboy freak but was put up by older 
heads behind him, who sent bim into France 
on the day of his majority with bis father’s 
letter, abdicating all claim to the throne, 
and a manifesto to the people in his pockets, 
hoping to get up a demonstration and a 
coup d’état possibly. Whatever may have 
been the design, tne plot is squeiched and the 
heir of Louis Philippe now languishes in 
prison as the penalty. He has had 
his little picnic and the  Govern- 
ment has vindicated its law, though it has 
required a good deal ot machinery to crusb 
the little fly. His father, who was never 
much ot a pretender, being chiefly concerned 
about his property and his bric-A-brac, made 
a mess of it when he handed his claim over 
to his son, but the latter has had his experi- 
ence, and when he gets out of his present 
scrape will probably be content to give up 
chasing that very vague and shadowy affair, 
the French throne. It is to be hoped, there- 
fore, that the Government may yet extend its 
pardon to the young fellow, and if it cannot 
or dare not put him in the army, at least es- 
cort him over the frontier and send him back 
to Switzerland with the advice to resume the 
collection of bric-A-brac, for which pursuit 
his family 1s quite famous. He has played 
his littlefarce to the Parisians. The men 
have capered and the women have had their 
hysterics. He should be content with this. 


THE GLASS MANUFACTURERS AND THE 
TARIFF, 

A Washington dispatch states that Mr. Mo- 
Kinley and some of the other members of 
the Ways and Means Committee sre prepar- 
ing to revise thé tariff by increasing the 
duties on unpolished cylinder, crown, and 
common window glass. For 13g, 1%, 2g. and 
2% cents a pound it is proposed to substitute 
2, 24, and 3. 

W hile the committee is said to be thus busied 
the large glass manufacturers have formed 
acombination end voted to put up prices 20 
per cent. They have also formed an alliance 
with the larger importers so that there shail 
be ho cutting of prices in that quarter and 
that they may get the full benefit of every 
cent of the tariff protection. They are also 
arranging to freeze out the smail manufact- 
urers of Ohio, who have been doing a lively 
business owing to their supply of natural 
gas. They do this by combining with jobbers 
throughout the country and holding out to 
them such inducements as shall stop their 
handling the goods of the small manufact- 
urers. 

When confronted by a conspiracy like this 
the Committee on Ways and Means can find 
a more profitable use for its time than in 
playing into the hands of these monopolists 
and helping them to shove up the price of an 
article of gereral use. It is from the manu- 
facturers alone that this demand for more 
protection has come. The people have not 
clamored for it. The men in the glassworks 
do not ask for it, for year before last they 
voted for Cleveland and for the Mills bill, 
which slightly reduced the duties on giass. 

When the Republican party in 1888 asked 
the people to put.it in power that there might 
be an intelligent and friendly revision of the 
tariff by those who favored the protective 
theory, and not the sweeping cut which 
woula be made by the Democrats who were 
opposed to that theory, the farmers especial- 
ly believed what that party said and gave it 
what it asked for. Will they think that 
promise is honestiy kept if they see Mr. Mo- 
Kinley and his associates increasing a tariff 
which now runs from 66 to 144 per cent for 
the benefit of a syndicate which is resorting 
to unlawful methods to control the business 
and levy exorbitant taxes on the entire 
community! 


Tue Albany (N. L.) Bening Journal bears 
the following testimony to tne slick game of 
Tammany Hall, which was defeated by the 
foresight and courage of ex-Senator Piatt:

Hoge for a Revision of the Tariff Whiéh 
Will Admit It Free of Duty. 
eOrrr or’ Mexico, Feb. 4.—[New York 
Times.|—Great interest is felt in this coun- 
try as to the possibility of a reciprocity 
treaty bemg brought about with the 
United States free of duty, or even 
a revision of the tariff, as is consid- 
ered perhaps more probabie, by either of 
which measures the raw sugars produced in 
Mexico may be exported to the Unitea States, 
or with so light an impost that there would 
be some encouragement for the development 
of the industry.

The Senate took up most of the time in 
executive séssion today, discussing the 
Blaine-Fauncefote extradition treaty. It was 
mainiy a lawyer's discussion, some able 
Senators showing great ingenuity seeking to 
prove that words do not mean what they 
seem to. The talk was mostiy on the third 
specification in the list of new crimes. This 
3 reads, “embezzlement, larceny, 
obtaining money, goods, or valuable sécuri- 
ties false pretenses; receiving any money, 
valuabie security, or otner property, know- 
ing the same to have been embeszled, stolen, 
or frauduientiy obtained.“ 

Abie lawyers like Senator McPherson of 
New Jersey, who bas never been admitted to 
the bar, were afraid the ground covered by 
the phrase “obtaining money, goods, or vaiu 
able securities by false pretenses ’’ was too 
bread and might be stretched to cover al- 
most any sort of a crime. This idea, how- 
ever, was the property of Senator Gray of 
Delaware, as he was the first to bring it for- 
ward. He made a long speech, full of techn- 
eal objections. He thought the phrase was 
open to double construction and would cause 
the extradition of persons for trivial offenses 
whieh were never contemplated in extra- 
dition practice. A running discussion fol- 
lowed in which nearly everybody took a hana. 
Senator Sherman, as Chairman of tne For- 
eign Relations Committee, defended the pro- 
vision, which he held was a necessary one, 
and not likely to be misconstrued because it 
Was 80 plain that technical points could not 
obscure its real meaning. The words were 
to be taken in their natural sense. Senator 
Spooner also maintained that the definition 
was explicit ana free from ambiguity. He 
didn’t think it one whit too broad. Senator 
Telier gave his support to the treaty, and 
severai other Senators spoke, but Senator 
Gray’s desire to have the clause stricken out 
Was not gratified. Some of the Senators also 
have scruples in regard to fraud bf a 
“ baiiee, banker, agent, factor, trustee, or 
director, or member or officer of any cam- 
pany,” but the discussion did not go deepiy 
into this pomt today. it is noticeabie that 
there 18 practically no criticism of the gen- 
eral scope of the treaty. The drift of the 
sentiment shows that it will be ratified with 
no material change, and Canada will cease to 
be arefuge for criminais from the United 
States. 

The Gommittee on Foreign Relations re- 
ported back the Russian extradition treaty 
with the objectionable clause eliminatea— 
the one which specifically exempted from 
the list of political crimes attempts upon the 
Czar or any member of his family. 


Attorney-General Miller's response to a 
Senate resolution asking for information 
concerning the operations .of the Circuit 
Court of the Northern District of Florida was 
laid before the Senate today. It consists 
mainly of letters from the officials of the 
court setting forth that it is impossible to 
enforce any process of the United States in 
connection with election cases, as the depu- 
ties are abused, the prisoners rescued, and 
witnesses terrorized. Uuited States Attor- 
ney Stripling advises the Government 
to station a military company iin 
Madison to protect the Marshal in his work. 
in another letter Stripling informs the At- 
torney-General that S. C. Saddier, Super- 
visor of Registration of Etections in Alachua 
County, had pleaded guilty to two indict- 
ments charging him with refusal to register 
persous entitled to registrawon. 

In view of his confession of guilt and his 
promise to abstain from repeating the of- 
fense Mr. Stripling recommends that Saddler 
be not sentenced. 

Php Walter, Chief Supervisor of Regis- 
tration, reports the fact of Saddler's piea of 
guilty tothe Attorney-General, and adds:

Naval circles are excited over a promised 
sensation. The United States steamer En- 
terprise is booked to reach New York from 
Europe about March 1. This vessel is under 
she command of Commander B. H. McCalia, 
who has the reputation of being a stern dis- 
Ciplinarian. He has been some time abroad 
on the ‘European station and is now on his 
way home bearing the body of ex-Minister 
Pendleton, who died in Germany. Upwara 
of seventy seamen, it is said, have deserted 
trom time to time, unable to bear what they 
consider the Captain’s harshness, and there 
isarumorof bis having struck one man 
with his eword, injuring him severely. Ro- 
sign Kline and Chief Engineer Entwistle are 
now under hatches, under suspension for of- 
tense, waiting the arrival of the ship home, 
when there will be at least two courtsmar- 
tial. Kiiae’s offense, it is stated, was “‘sicep- 
ing on watch and denying it.“ The offense 
for which Engineer Entwistle was suspend- 
ed was talking back to the Captain when the 
latter was administering a reproof. 

There is also troubie in the squadron of 
evolution, When leaving. Gibraltar recently 
the flag lieutenant, it is stated, notified all 
the commanders of the vessels except the 
flag-snip captain of the Admiral’s intention 
to sail upon the giving of a certain signai. 
By reason of this oversight when the signal 
was given the other three vessels steamed 
off, leaving the Chicago fast to her anchor 
with no steam up. The Admiral, after some 
vigorous vocal exercise on the bridge, satiated 
his wrath by ordering the executive officer 
and the chief engineer of the Chicago below 
under arrest. The matter was finally 
explained, but it has left traces of uapleasant- 
ness on board the flag-ship. 


A good many Congressmen have been 
interviewed by a local paper on legisiation to 
suppress lotteries.

VERDICT AGAINST ED SPELMAN, 


One Irish Patriot Suess Another 
Gets Judgment. 

Peoria, III., Feb. 12.—[Special.}—A some. 
what singular case has just been decided in 
the Circuit Court of this city. Fiank Braa- 
ley handed over to Ed Spelman, who was 
Treasurer of some Irish patriotic fund, 6100 
for the relief of distress in ireland. This 
was about six years ago. Soon thereafter 
P. J. Sheridan, an “Irish patriot” who 
paraded as the ** No. 1” of the Phosaix Park 
murderers, and who has recently figured in 
the press as a witness sought by the London 
Times, came here and put up at the principal 
hotel. Spelman was then Grand Master of 
the Clan-na-Gaels in this vicinity and State 
delegate. He hailed P. J. Sheridan as a 
patriot of heroic mold, received him at tne 
depot, and escorted him through the city, 
paying his expenses and hotel bill. “ Irish 
batriots come rather high, and Sheridan’s 
bili for six days amounted to 70. This 
Spelman: paid out of the $100 given him by 
Frank Bradley for the relief of distress in 
Irelanti. The other Spelman said, was 
sent to O’Dynamite Rossa in New York to 
be used for aggressive warfare.” Bradley 
was dissatisfied with the way his money had 
been used, and brought suit against Spel- 
man for its recovery. The case came before 
the Circuit Court, and judgment against 
Spelman for $66 was given. Spelman has 
taken an appeal, and says he will take it to 
the United States Court if necessary.

BAMBOOZLED THE S PAUL, 

General Freight Agent Hamblin Teaches 
the Milwaukee & 86. an Object 
Lesson in Rate Manipulation—Instead 
of Giving the Bequired Tens Days’ No- 
tice the Burlington and Nerthern D 
cides to Put the Reduced Rates to St, 
Paul in Effect Next Monday. 

The Milwaukee and St. Faul officials yee- 
teraay were in the boston of the individual 
who fooled with the mule—they did not look 
quite so handsome, but they “knew a heap 
more.” The manner in which “the childhke 
and bland” Mr. Hamblin of the Burlington 
and Northern played it on them in the matter 
of reducing the freight rates to St. Paul was 
extremely interesting. About a week prev- 
ious to the meeting of the Western and North- 
western Divisions of the Western Freight 
Association the Burlington and Nertnern 
gave notice of its intention to reduce freight 
rates from Chicago to St. Paul and Minne- 
apolis to the basis of 40 cents per 100 pounds, 
first class, on traffic originating at Chicagu, 
and to 80 cents on traffic originating in the 
East, because compeung lines had been so 
manipulating rates as to prevent it from get- 
ting ite share of the business. Under the 
rules of the association a notice to reduce 
rates must be acted upon by the next regular 
meeting, and if rejected the company man- 
ing the proposition has the right to put the 
reduced rate into effect by giving ten days’ 
notice from the time of adjourn- 


ment. The Milwaukee and St. Paul | 


took it for granted that the Burlington 
and Northern would immediately after the 
rejection of its proposition at the meeting of 
Feb. 11 give the required ten days’ nouce 
that it would put the new rates. in effect 
Feb. 21, Upon that supposition the Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul, in order to be first in the 
tield with the new rates, notified its Eastern 
connections that on that date it would take 
freight from them on the 30-cént basis. But 
Mr. Hambiin was equal to the emergency. 
Itstead of at once filing the required notice 
he simply anuounced he would give the re- 
quired notice in due time. As the meeting 
had to consider and act upon seventy- 
four subjects there was no prospect of get- 
ting through the work before the end of the 
week, and consequently the Burlington and 
Northern could hold back its notice until 
that time. The Burlington and Northern’s 
stand placed the Muwaukee and St. Paul 
and other roads that had notified their con- 
nections in quoting the new rates in an 
awkward position. They were compelled 
either to cancel their notices of reduction 
on the 2ist, which they cou'd not well 
do. or take upon themselves the responsi- 
bility for reducing the rates. They failed to 
do the former, and Chairman Faithorn, re- 
tusing to grant the Burlington and North- 
ern’s request for permission to meet the Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul's new rates on the 2ist, 
Mr. Hamblin peer ve tormal notice 
that inasmuch as the Uwaukee and St. 
Faul had authorized the reduced rate to go 
in effect on the 21st in direct violation of the 
rules of the association he would waive the 
requirement to give ten days’ notice of ro- 
duction, but would put the reduced rates in 
effect Monday, Feb. 17. This is as soon as it 
could be done under the requirements of the 


Inter-State law. By this new coup a’état the 


Burlington and Northern not Oniy places the 
responsibility for ths reduction upon the 
Milwaukee and St. Paul, but prevents it from 
getting into the field first with the new rates. 

Immediately after the announcement of 
the Burlington and Nortnern’s achon the 
Western and Northwestern Divisions met, 
and, finding that the Buritügton and North- 
ero heid the winning hand, agreed with as 
good grace as possible under the circum- 
stances that all roads be. authorized to put 
the reduced rates in effect Feb. 17. 


ILLINOIS RAILROAD DECISIONS. 


Cases Adjudicated by the State Railroad 
and Warehouse Commiasioners. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Feb, 18.— [Special. The 
Railroad and Warehouse Commission at its 
session in this city today gave a hearing to a 
committee representing the Cobden Fruit 
Growers’ Association, who make complaint 
of rates furnished them by the Illinois Cen- 
trai railroad on shipments in mixed car-load 
lots. They wish to have the same rate on 
these shipments as on straight car-ioad lots. 
After extended argument the matter was 
adjusted by arbitration on the part of the 
committee and officials of the railroad, who 
Were present, allowing the present wheat 
rate of 14.58 cents on straight shipments to 
continue and compromising on 17.586 cents 
per hundred weight on mixed classification, 
with minimum weights of 20,000 and 24,000 
pounds, refrigerator cars being waived on 
the part of shippers; rates to apply to all 
points between Alma and Cairo. 

The petition of the Chicago, Madison and 
Northern railroad’ company, which desires 
the right to cross the tracks of the Belt Line 
railroad and Chicago and Western Indiana 
railway at Cicero, was allowed upon the 
coustruction of proper interlocking switch 
devices, with electric a@bnunciators and 
fountain crossing. 

A. J. Streeter of New Windsor made com- 
— against the Chicago, Burlington and 

ulncy railroad of extortion in live-stock 
rates on shipments sent to the Union Stock-
